It i* not to be understood from tho* 
that the commissioners go under iron­ 
clad and unchangeable inst met ions at 
all point*. 
Th# peace commissioner* 
arc in no sense mere mouth pieces, but, 
having chosen with th# greatest care 
and consideration, bv© men in whom he 
putti the most explicit confidence, the 
president feels that they are to be 
trusted with the interests of the United 
Slates. 
At Paris the cotnmo*m.*u*rn will meet 
General Merritt, fresh frum Manila, 
and in addition they will there have the 
benefit of a special report from Admiral 
Dewey. 
These w ill be of the greatest 
value for the commissioners are uot ac- 
1 quanted with the Philippine question 
in detail and even the information that 
is to be acquired from the Spanish 
peace commissioners is nut to be de­ 
spised when it takes such an official 
f Tin that it can be relied upon as to 
accuracy.
